I 
if 1 . Tliat at the next general eleeiion : 
for Representatives to tlie General | 
Assembly, it sliall be the duty of the 
several sherills and otlier oflicers of 
election to o|>en a imiII for and inaice a 
return to tlie .Secretary of State, for tlie 
time being, of llie names of all eiti/.ens 
eutitleil to vote for Keprescntalives wlio 
liave votial at tlie said election fur 
calling a ixin venlion for tlie ptir|a>se of 
re-adopiliig, amending or cliaiigiug tlie 
Constitution.

An ordinaiT Mercurial barometer ia 
•ometbinf^ icm than thrM feet long, 
and in a finelv-adjnsted instrament the 
Kale by which its changea are read ia 
divided into thoasandtha of an inch, k 
that to take an exKt reading aome- 
timea a magnifying glaaa ia naed. In 
the hall of the Royal Society. SomerMt 
Hoate. Eng.,ia a water barometer forty 
feet long. 

Mr. 2^phar Milla, Jr., haa recently 
found pleasure and proht in experi- 
menting with a glycerine cistern ba- 
rometer. So far as Mr. Mills knowa 
his ia one of three glycerine barometers 
kn the world. There is one in London 
and one in Scotland. Mr. Mills has 
had a glass tube drawn thirty-one fetrt 
long and with an ouu'.de diameter of 
one and one-.ourth inchea The inside 
measurement or bore is jnst an inch. 
Seven of these tubes were drawn at 
Greenpoint before one sutficiently per- ' 
feet for practical purposes was ob- 
tained. Then it was hoisted to the 
roof of the Front street building and a 
hole large enough to admit the Utbe 
was borod through the roof and down 
through the several floors to the cellar. 
The tube was carefully lowered through 
this hole and suspended by a brass 
collar against the wall in Mr. Mills' 
office, which is on the second floor. 
The lower end of the tube hangs in a 
cistern tilled with glycerine in the 
floor of the cellar. 

Uaving thus suspended his mam- 
moth glass tube, after breaking one 
tube in the first attempt. Mr. Mills set 
about filling it. To get a vacuum in 
an ordinary mercurial barometer the 
open tube is filled with mercury, one 
end being closed, and then, with the I 
open end stopped, the tube is simply 
reversed and the stopped end is im- 
mersed in the cistern of mercuiy and 
unstopped there. As the fluid falls by 
its own weight in the tube imtil the aii 
pressure outside holds it in balance a 
vacuum is produced in the upper end ' 
of the tube. Mr. Mills couldn't very I 
well turn his tbirty-one-foot tube up- j 
side down in order to get a vaenum, 
and so, closing the lower end of the > 
tube, he filled it with glycerine from i 
the top. Then he stopped the up|icr 
end with a rubber cork, and poured a i 
little glycerine above that to keep out | 
the air. This being done, he opened , 
the lower end of the tube under the 
surface of the glycerine in the copper 
cistern in the cellar, and the column of 
fluid sank nntil it just balanced the 
pressure of the atmosphen*. 

All this wa.s done some months ago, 
and now ^r. Mills is exp<Timenting 
with the scale by which the changes in 
the height of the column of glycerine 
are to be noted at their true barometri- 
cal value. The glye»’»'iue rises to a 
height of from twenty-five to twenty- 
seven f»*et in the tube, where in a mer- 
curial barometer the fluid would rise 
about as many inches, A tcm|>oraiy 
pa)M‘r M-alc is now affixed to the wall 
beside that part of the tall tube through 
which U»c top of thi.s column of glycer- 
ine rises .and falls witli the changes of 
the atmosphere, and on this scale, in a 
space of about two feel, arc marked 
the divisions answering to about two 
inches on the scale of an ordinary' mer- 
curial barometer. On this exaggerated 
Kale of about a foot to an inch a 
change of five one-thousandths of an 
inch can be read witli the naked eye. 

The advantages of Mr. Mills' big 
barometer are these: It is so big that 
slight variations can be read at sight 
and .seen from a distance at a glance; 
the variation in movement is not only 
great, but it is quick, and Mr. Mills 
thinks his big barometer will give a 
hint at coining storms two or three 
bouts bt-fore a mercurial barometer 
will show a Uepres-sion. 

Mr. Mills is watching the weather 
and the weather gla.sti closely, and is 
comparing the records of bU barometer 
with the daily readings of the standard 
barometer at the signal office in the 
£<juitable building, and the glass in the 
Maritime Exchange. In a few months 
or a year Mr. Mills expects to have an 
accurate Kale by which he can take 
prKtically correct barometrical read- 
ings. 

Otto Guericke, of Maiigeburg, in 
about 1660 ooustructed a water barom- 
eter which had a glass tube about the 
size of this one of Mr. Mills'. He set it 
up in his house with the end out above 
the roof. A manikin floated on the 
top of the column of water, and when 
the barometer fell the little man dis- 
appeared below the roof, and folks 
knew that be had gone in to be out of 
the rain.— A* T. Sun. 

LINCOLN’S YOUTH. 

■ a rr owtal UttI* Abnkana at Hit BelonA ' 
Motb«r’« iirnwm. 

This life has bKn vaunted by poets 
and romancers as a hajipy and health- 
ful one. Even Denuis Hanks speak- 
ing of his youthful day s when his only 
home was the half-faced camp, says: 
“I tell yon, Billy, I enjoyed myself bet- 
ter then than I ever have since.” But 
we may distrust the reminiscences of 
old kUIjts, who see their youth 
through a rosy mist of memory. The 
life was neither enjoyable nor whole- 
some. The rank woods were full of 
malaria, and singular epidemics from 
time to time ravaged the settlements. 

Ill the autumn of 1818 the little com- 
munity of Pigeon Creek was almost 
exterminated by a frightful pestilence 
csJled the milk-sickness, or in the dia- 
lect of the country “the milk-sick.” 

It is a mysterious diKsse which has 
been the theme of endless wrangling 
among Western physicians, and the 
difficulty of ascertaining any thing 
about it has been greatly increased by 
the local Knsitivencss which forbids 
any one to admit that any well-defined 
caK has ever been seen in the neigh- 
borhood, ’’although just over the creek, 
or in the next county, they hare 
had it bad.” It seems to have been 
n malignant form of fever attrib- 
nteu variously to malaria and to 
the eating of poisonous herbs by the 
cattle — atUcking cattle as well as hu- 
mau beings; attended with violent 
retchings and a burning sensation in 
the stomKh, often terminating fatally 
on the third day. In many cases thoat 
who aiiparently recovered lingered foi 
years with LealUi Kriously impaired. 
Among the pioneer of Pigeon Creek, 
so ill-fed, ill-housed, and uncareQ for, 
there was little prospect of recovery 
from such a grave disorder. The 
Sparrows, husband and wife, died 
early in October, and Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln followed them after an inter- | 
val of a few days Thomas Lincoln | 
made the coffins for his dead “out of | 
green lumber cut with a whip-saw.”

I fenae of the Cnfortuiato. 

■’This mad is not eloquent, he is elo- 
quence itself,” said somobody of Lor 
ehaiid, and that somebody was Gambetta. 

I What a pity for the bar of every civil- 
ized country that Maitrc Laebaud's ar- 
dent, overflowing nature could not 
master bis invincible horror of the 
pen! What models are perhaps lost to 
the readers of Cicero and Demo.sthenes. 
Yet there are records which survive in 
tile Euro)>oan press of the last half cen- 
tury; and the work of restoration, ably 
begun by M. Saugnicr, in the volumes 
Just issued, will, we trust, be carried to 
completion. 

Laeiiaiid was not only the orator, but 
in a sense the dramatist, of the French 
assizes; uo oth ir advocate can show us, 
as he has done, what a great criminal is 
in himseit. 

In the h.mds of Lacliand, says M. 
Saugnicr in the preface, a criminal 
cause ceased to be vulgar and common- 
place, and was tran.sformcd. The crime, 
tile criminal, and the horror ju.stly in- 
spircil by them were no longiT its only 
features; one recognized in the criminal 
! a human biing ilriven hither and Uiithef 
; by human passions. Tims each case 
became \ romance, a drama in which 
; the great a<ivocate was stawe manager. 
Doctors diasectcil the body; Lachaud 
diasecteil hearts and souls, and, p.assed- 
m:uiter in the science, he made the study 
interesting and attr.acf ive to everybody. 
His vivid imarination, assisted by his 
noble heart and abounding charity, oft- 
en aroused good and noble sentiments 
deeply coiiceaUs! in tlie hearts of his 
clients, and unknown even to them; 
many who heard him felt that the ex- 
pounder hod had emotions which they 
tlicmsclvos had experienced, so truly 
I di«l L:ichaiid speak to the heart After 
j stirring men to the very depths of their 
being in this way, and after having 

f iven them such unfiiresecn emotions, 
e became their master. What more 
' natural? 

Truth, love and inerr^ who can pic- 
ture a nobler crown? It is related of 
M. Lachaud that, before addre.ssing a 
jury in a cjisc of life and death, he would 
withdraw from the siglit of men to a 
quiet comer of his pansh church, and 
tliere, Ix'fore the chapel of tlie Virgin, 
lighting a according to the touch- 

ing custoiti of hi.s cliililhooii, he would 
ponder the history of a crime, and seek 
in the silence of Ins own heart the argu- 
I ments that went with micli irresistible 
I force to the hearts of those who heard 
the sweet, impassioned music of that 
voice, lie never sioo])td to a jurj': ho 
unbent to tlieni, he raised them to tho 
heiglit of liis own emotions. His pity 
followeil a felon to the grave and jiro* 
c ■ilisl him Is’vond it What an earnest, 
delicate .and fi'iniane appeal to the con- 
science of a wrcteli whose head w:ia 
within a ineasurible distance of tho 
eeaffolil? 

“Some one has s|ioken of the defend- 
ant's irreligious opinions. On that 
)ioiut I have little to sav: as M. I’Avocat 
General does not call him to acciunt 
for what ho has thought it is not my 
duty to do so; but I deeply regret the 
fatal error which at this moment must 
increase hi.s unhajipincss. For my own 
part I know of no greater consolation 
given to us here below than those drawn 
from faith and tlio certainty of Gotl'a 
indginent; for my own part I pity an 
i-nhap]iy creature who thinks that cterys 
tl.ing ends with life and this world; for 
my own part mv reason, even more 
h'udly than my heart, asserts that tho 
anhajipy who h,ave not di«erved tlieif 
misery here below will find conipcnsa- 
tiou for their suflering above, and that 
prosjicrous sinners will there find tho 
cliastiseraciit due tliem for unmerited 
happiness.” 

One c.an understand the intense mel- 
ancholy which seized him on the morn- 
ing of an execution, and which, in inich 
a busy life, even his gay and active hu- 
mor was unable to shake off. 

The relation between prisoner and 
counsel is more personal at the French 
bar. Tlie defender's part does iiol 
cease, as witli as, when ]u.stice has oro* 
nounceil the final verdict; ho then wicks 
an interview with the heail of the State, 
and app<‘als in last resort to the prerog- 
ative of mercy. Lachaud's eloquence 
came so natiiriilly from the heart, like 
the breath and liodyof his own thoughts, 
that in a private conference with so<»n- 
siiniin:ite a man of the world as the 
Third Napoleon, without any ndv.mlage 
of legal drajK-ry and emotional ap]>:ira- 
ti'«, he wrested from tlio man a pardon 
wnieh was only canceled by tho sover- 
eign. This wa.s tho case of the cele- 
brated prisoner I..;i Pommerais, the 
French Palmer. But we shall leave M. 
Saugnicr to tell the story: 

Al. Lachaud went to tho Tuillerie-S, 
and Mas reecived by M. Taaoher dc la 
Pageric, who (londucted him into tho 
S:iion d'Aptillon, where the Empress 
ii>‘u:illy gave audience. At his entrance 
the Empress liastenod toward him with 
much simplicity, indeed almost running. 
She was accompanied by tho Enijieror, 
and they stood during the whole audi- 
ence, which lasted three-quarters of an 
hour. Tlie little Prince Imperial '.vae 
pl.aying in the next room, playing sol- 
dier and blowing a trumpet In tho 
course of conversation the Empress said 
that M. I’Avocat General had shown 
much feeling in his plea. The Emperor 
answerwl: “What do you expect? One 
must defend one's self energetically 
against an adversary like M. Lachand; 
he wins all his cases.” When the con- 
ference was over, and M. Lachaud was 
alxiut to withdraw, tho Empress said: 
“M. Lachaud, I am entirely on your 
side.” The Emperor promised to give 
tJie matter especial attention. M. Lv 
cliaud hod gained his caitse, and iho 
warrant was sent back to the authori- 
ties marked “Pardoned bv tho Em- 
miror.” M. Barochc, then hlinistcr of 
J ustioe, did not aocvpt the decision ; as 
soon as he nxieived the warrant ho has- 
tened to tlie Tuilleries, saw the Emperor 
and gave him to understand that society 
and public opinion duinaudod an ex- 
ample. 'The Emperor yielded, .and La 
Pommerais was not pardoned. — Salur- 
day Review.

Without 
a good rein a horse will never break 
well. 

Reject a horse with very low withers. 
The siuldio will bo apt to work for- 
wards and the “rein” will prob.-ibly be 
deficicaL and tho leverage for the rau.s- 
clcs of the forehead is defective. 

Reject a horse if very sliort. There 
is not room enough for the kit. 

To see all the above points stand on 
the side and form your opinion before 
the horse moves ofl. 

Reject a horse with a narrow or shal- 
low chest. There is not sufficient ca- 
pacity for the lungs. 

Reject a horse with fore legs very 
clcso together.

Huw It can be Kept in a ilealth)' CondiUoa 
2>uriuc the Summer. \ 

The reiteration in relation to cx- i 
treinc cure in the management of fowls, - 
often seen in journals devoted to the * 
profession, does not apply esi>eciully to ' 
Liriiiors. Poultry kept under cxtrenio 
artificial cor.ilitinns, as to shelter and 
fcml, like animals under the same con- 
dition, renders special care necess-ary. 
When large flocks arc kept on a lim- 
ited 8|)ace, constant vigilance is re- 
quired to keep the flocks free from con- 
tagious and epidemic di.scases. Tho 
Bame thing is fouml in large citic.s 
W'hcre the inhabitants are crowded. 
Constant care is used by the health ofli- 
cers to discover and check disea.se as 
early a.s po.ssible. 

Un the farm the flocks arc small. 
They have plenty of range. Iu the 
summer they largely find their own 
food. They are subject to fewer dis- 
eases than is the case when large flocks 
are kept If the farmer has been carc- 
fnl to keep his birds healthy and free 
from vermin, there should be no diffi- 
culty in carrying them through the 
summer. Dry dusL as wb have here- 
tofore stateil, is the natural remedy 
against vermin. If liberally supplied, 
fowls will keep themselves free. A 
little caro in the nesting boxes will 
also keep them free of vermin. 

So far as food ia concerned, the 
farmer who feeila liberally in summer, 
of a variety of grains with plenty of 
skimmed and soured milk, with the 
waste vegetables and scrajie of the 
house, ought to have no difficulty in
